Snylos 
of Versailles, Oonn., and tho Mechnnicsrillo 
Woollen Company. Those concerns, which 
were practically ono, have boon in existence 
between twenty anil twonty.fivo years, and 
were Iho largest individual manufacturers of 
woollen goods in tho country. 
Tho mills at 


Aleohanicsvillo wore tho finest iu the stale, 


General George Cadwallnder, brother of 


the late judge'and one of the prominent 
summer residents of Newport, died quite 
suddenly in Philadelphia on Holiday after- 
noon. Ho was apparently in his usual 
health till Sunday evening when he sva» 
seized with apoplexy and remained uncon- 
scious till death. General Cadwnllader was 
the last of five sous of Thomas Cadwallader, 
nnd was Bevsnty-five years of ago. 


There was n lively debate iu Congress on 


the Army bill yesterday, and sharp words 
wore said on both sides. Mr. llilla, n Dem- 
ocratic member from Texas, charged tho 
murder of the brave Custar and his men on 
the Democratic party because of its false 
economy in crippling Ihe army.

cash and a draft of tbo policy-holder for tho 
remaining ;10 per cent, for tho first two 
years, taking such drafts |ns cash. The pe- 
tition says "that by treating as cash these 
drafts, tho company has Tiolated its charter 
»nd Iho laws of tho stale, and nlso violated 
tho rights of nil other polioy-lioldors who 


and run fifteen or sixteen sets of nmchinory. 
Tho mills at Dayville contained ten or 
twelve sets of maohiuory, nnd llioao nt Ver- 
sailles fifteen sots, making nu nggrognto of 
about forty sots of machinery, which wero 
employed exclusively iu tho manufacture of 
onasiiuore. The product of tho three mills 
amounted to ona uud n half or two millions 
of dollars in value per nnmim. The capital 
invested iu the mill property is $1,01)0,000, 
the entire village of Heohauicsvilie being 
owned by the firm of H. 0. & fi. L. Sayles. 
The Boston Transcript says the failure falls 
heavily upon the wool merchants of that 
oity.who were creditors of tho two firms lo 
the eitent of §3f>0,000 or $ 100,000. It is 
estimated that nt least throe-fourths of Iho 
loss by this failure will fall upon Boston 
merchants, although it is impossible to 
state tho extent of tho liabilities. Tho fail- 
ure Is attributed to the depreciation in tho 
value of woollen goods, nnd Iho inability of 
the concerns lo obtain assistance from tho 
local hanking houses, upon which they havo 
formerly relied. The cost of tho properly 
owned by the three corporatious is proba- 
bly double nil llieir liabilities, and is pracli- 
cally unencumbered.
